HEALTH BOARD. 


W. L B. Jack Lets His Light Shine 


and Does Some Roasting. 


Rlcnter Gets It In tHe Neck lor Improving 


Private Property with City. Dirt,

The board of health was in session a 


couple of hours last evening, in tlic 
course of which various members did a 
lot of talking anil half a dozen resolu- 
tions wore passed. 


T. B. Blake, John T. Miller, W. L. 


B. Jack aud Mayor Bow were present. 


When the committee on sanitary 


measures, etc., was called, Mr. Jack, 
the pontlemun who has enough initials 
to be in danger of being mistaken for 
an English lord, arose and remarked 
that the city was not in a fair sanitary 
condition as it inipht be. His commit- 
too had done the best they could to im- 
prove the condition of things, however. 


Mr. Jack further said that numer- 


ous contagious diseases which had 
arisen in the past month made him of 
the opinion that the board of health 
should have control of the city hospi- 
tal. It would be cheaper and better to 
move patients sufferiu"1 from conta- 
gious diseases there and'care for them- 
Ihan to care for them at home. 


Mr. Jack also wanted to give Thomas 


T. Ycafi-er, deputy inspector of work- 
shops and factories, a job. W. L. B. J. 
did not think the contractors were tak- 
ing proper precautions in tearing down 
the old Wait building on West Second 
street for the purpose of erecting the 
new Trempor Shoe Co. building. 
He 


moved that Yeager bo asked to make 
an examination, and if proper precau- 
tions had not been taken he should 
stop the work, Mr. Miller thought the 
contractors were all right, and were 
careful conscientious men, and Mr. 
Blake thought if the board adopted 
Jack's motion it would be rather oili- 
cious. Jack then withdrew his motion. 


W. L. B. J. said a building on Front 


street, which formerly belonged to the 
Gibson estate, and which had been 
condemned by the board, had recently 
been sold, and that therefore a new 
resolution was necessary. 
A new res- 


olution was accordingly passed, and 
the new owners, II. S. Grimes and W. 
A. MeFarliu, will be notified to tear 
the building down. 


Concerning the body of Mrs. Dr. T, 


J. Fry, which was brought here in a 
shanty boat and the finding of which 
caiiscd such a commotion as was de- 
tailed in Saturday's DAILY TIMHS, the 
board decided not to prosecute the doc- 
tor in ease ho would remove the body 
from the city by today noon. If lie 
does not the body was to be buried in 
Grcenlawn cemetery at city expense. 
The doctor was released from the city 
prison yesterday afternoon. 


W. L. B. J. moved that council bo 


asked to instruct the street commis- 
sioner to haul the dirt and debris from 
the streets to the city dumps and cover 
them over. 


Mr. Miller said he noticed that debris 


from gutters on Eighth street had been 
hauled away to other parts of town in- 
stead of being used on the dumps near 
by. Yet four loads could have been 
hauled to the city dumps to two loads 
to where the dirt was actually taken. 
Mr. Miller deplored the lack or judici- 
ous management oa the part of coun- 


cil. 
If they exercised it they could 


save money. 


Mr. Miller made the startling asser- 


tion that little children frequented the 
dumps aud ate some of the stuff thrown 
out there and pointed out that tha.t 
created and breeds diseases. 


Mr. Miller thought it looked bad 


that the board had to ask council 
to see that street commissioner did his 
duty. 
He seemed to think some of his 


councilmauie friends were not attend- 
ing to their duties. 


Mr. Blake thought the garbage ques- 


tion would never be settled until a 
crematory had been set in operation. 
Mr. Blake also presented a petition 
from Garbage Contractor Stokely ask- 
ing for $20 per annum for removing 
dead cats, dead dogs etc. 
No action 


taken. 


W. L. B. J. said the grand juries 


had a custom each year of tnakiag a 
junketing 
trip 
to 
the 
jails, 


and giving them a clean bill of health. 
As a matter of fact they were not 
clean—Mr. 
Miller here 
interrupted 


with u remark that the board could 
not help that 


Mr. Miller then moved that council 


bo requested to instruct street com- 
missioner to haul dirt from the streets 
to city dumps. Miller said, to be plain 
about the matter the street commis- 
sioner was now engaged in hauling 
the dirt to private dumps—at the city's 
expense. 
His motiou then prevailed. 


Report of the health officer showed 


17 deaths in the city during the past 
mouih, a ratio of 12 to 1000, estimated 
on a. population of 17,000. 
Drug bills 


for the mouth 
amounted to 
54 50. 


There had been almost au epidemic of 
contagious diseases — diphtheria am! 
scarlet fever, but at present there weiv 
only three or four cases in the city ami 
two of these were in the family ul 
James Cole, who lives near East. Kiglith 
street. This was placarded yesterday. 
Complaint was made that the aiteud- 
ing physician did not report the case to 
the health officer until he had IH.-OU 
prodded up by the mayor. The mayor 
and health officer, Hoc Fulton, seemed 
to have it in for that particular gentlc- 
mnn, and advocated bringing him into 
court and fining him. The 
board 


thought otherwise, but passed a reso- 
lution to fine any physician who should 
hereafter be neglectful of his duties. 
Physicians wore also requested to be 
more c ireful and prompt- in sending in 
death certificates. 


Sanitary Folicrmtin Swander submit- 


ted his report as follows, which showed 
he had been doing his duty exceedingly 
well: 


GKXTI.KMES:—I take plea u re in pre- 


senting mv report for the month of 
August. This has been an active, busy 
inotith for me and the business has 
been quite varied. 
Have issued eleven 


permits for the burial of dead animals 
—S horses, i cows and 1 mule. 


Have issued ten notices to abate nui- 


sances. 


MA.HKKT iilKI'ORT. 


The markets have been good, fairly 


up to the average and well patronized, 
prices being uniform and buyers and 


sellers well satisfied. "At the 18 mar- 
kets held during the month there has 
been an attendance of 5 stands of fish, 
12 of smoked and fresh meats, -and 908 
of vegetables, butter, eggs, poultry, 
etc., making a total of 1,005 market 
stands which is an average attendance 
of 50 stands to each market In this 
connection I would state that the mar- 
ket ^people have- generally observed 
the market and board of health rules 
governing pure food products and 1 
have not been called upon to condemn 
any article of food as being unfit for 
sale or use. 
However, there could be 


some radical changes in the running 
of the markets which would be of ad- 
vantage to the city and the public at 
largo, which will be mentioned at the 
proper time. 
, 
, '. 
The garbage dump at the head 01 


Court street needs constant attention 
and frequent doses of lime to keep 
down the foul odors arising. 


At this season of the year when there 


is such a surplus of watermelons, fruits' 
and decaying garbage thrown into it, 
it demands and must have a certain 
proposition of soil and dry debris and 
refuse from streets 
and buildings 


thrown into and sprinkled over it to 
keep down the foul orders and mix 
with the filthy slops that are daily 
added to it, aud suggests that your 
honorable board petition council to 
have the street commissioner look 
after the same, as we have many com- 
plaints from property 
holders and 


tenants living in the immediate neigh- 
borhood, and the people need and de- 
mand relief from these smells. 


I would also suggest to the board the 


propriety and advisability of licensing 
all vault, cistern and well diggers and 
compelling them to get a permit before 
building, cleaning to tapping the same 
because it is impossible to keep run of 
their movements 
without so doing. 


They can pay a nominal fee for same, 
enough to pay the clerk for service per- 
formed in issuing same and keeping 
book for reference in case of necessity 
and for the benefit of the board. 


Knowing that the health officer and 


the chairman of the sanitary board 
have measures of importance to bring 
before your honorable body, I have 
passed over some of them for future ref- 
erences. Respectfully submitted.

An effort to make it obligatory on all 


persons to take out a permit for digging 
vaults failed, as Mr, Linck said it was 
impossible for the board to make a 
man get a permit to dig a hole on his 
own grounds. The matter was finally 
referred to the city solicitor to see. if 
an ordinance could not be passed to 
that effect. 


A schedule amounting to SO.75 and 850 


salaries was allowed. Bill of Under- 
taker George Pfeiffer, amounting to 
Sll for caring for the body of Mrs. 
Fry, was postponed until the next 
meeting. 


The private watchemen who have 


beon on duty at the houses where 
there have boon cases of scarlet fever 
and diphtheria were allowed 82 a day 
for their services. There was a rider 
to this, however, compelling the watch- 
men to pay 25 cents a day to policemen 
for relieving them at meals. 


W. L. B. J. next introduced a reso- 


lution asking council to abolish the 
hospital board and vest the control of 
tho hospital in the board of health. The 
matter was dropped when Mr. Miller 
jumped on it with both feet and de- 
nounced it. The board then adjourned.
